The cold has sucked the heat from gloves, 
crept into boots and into heart. The thief 
has stolen whatever bravado had mustered with 
the warmth. stomp feet and shrink into 
parka. feel foolish standing this growing line 
strangers waiting apply for benefits the 
Newton unemployment office, Centre Street, 
Newton. “This not me,” mind screams. “This 
not life planned it.” Feeble, useless 
protests. This Twilight Zone reality now. 

are three dozen huddled, unrecognizable 
shapes bundled winter clothes, but feel 
obvious and out place. had known for four 
months that temporary job reporter for the 
Boston Globe would end last Friday, but disbelief 
not finding job lingers with this cursed 
line. feel stupid. intelligent person, reporter 
who has done stories unemployment during 
her seven-year career, and yet have idea what 


awaits the other side those doors. 
Everything familiar life has strange, off- 
kilter cast now. hate this feeling 
bewilderment. 

struggle with the desire walk away 
plunging myself into the experience with pro- 
fessional detachment. become more the observer 
than the participant. The line composed mostly 
men blue jackets. 23rd, one few 
women. search the faces the half-dozen 
women more closely, hunting for reflection 
myself, spiritual ally. older woman behind 
clutches expensive leather purse, her hands 
warmed fur-lined leather gloves. outfit 
corduroy and denim hardly par with her 
dress and nylons. Ahead, young woman 
stylish red jacket stands nonchalantly, she just 
happened here waiting line for theater 
open ticket sales. She wears air confidence,

There’s only one way for bill 
Massachusetts become law, but there 
are countless ways for bill die. Even 
measures with popular support can fall 
prey petty legislative traps. One 
important bill this year already has run 
into such problems and the 1983 
legislative session less than three 
months old. 

Filed this year (for the third time) 
identical House and Senate versions, the 
“right-to-know” bill would give workers 
and citizens better access industry 
records help them determine whether 
working with, breathing, 
drinking hazardous chemicals. Employ- 
ers would required label many 
the toxic materials used every day 
laboratories, factories, 
Right-to-know laws already have been 
adopted California, Maine, and Con- 
necticut, and the city Chelsea has 
enacted the first local right-to-know 
ordinance Massachusetts. “solidari- 
committee” comprising labor, en- 
vironmental, community, 
care groups attempting shepherd the 
bill through its perilous legislative pas- 
sage. 

Proponents the right-to-know bill 
were dismayed learn last week that the 
Senate version, sponsored Gerard 
D’Amico (D-Worcester), had been as- 
Committee Commerce 
and Labor, which killed similar legis- 
lation last year. The House version, filed 
Representative Tom Lynch (D- 
Barnstable), was sent the Committee 
Health Care, where will doubtless 
receive favorable report. But because 
it’s House bill, version faces yet 
another roadblock. will move from 
Health Care the Committee Ways 
and Means, which considers all House 
legislation that would cost money. Two 
years ago, Ways and Means resolved 
“study” the right-to-know issue 
legislative euphemism for inflicting 
untimely death.

AIRPORT 
CONVENTION 


More than years after the Pittston 
Company first proposed building 
mammoth oil refinery the small 
coastal city Eastport, Maine, the 
project finally seems have run 
aground. Last week the Maine Supreme 
Judicial Court (SJC) upheld lower-court 
decision that effectively deprives the 
company 256-acre tract land 
essential its refinery plans. When 
Pittston first unveiled those plans, the 
early the least its worries was 
lining support for the project 
Eastport, economically depressed city 
about 2000. Yet, ironically enough, 
struggle that has also come involve the 
Maine, US, and Canadian governments, 
was local opposition that led last 
setback for Pittston. 

first, Eastport was enthusiastic 
about the project. 1968 the city council, 
lured the promise petroleum 
prosperity, optioned the city’s small 
municipal airport, which had been built 
with economic assistance from the state 
and federal governments, the com- 
pany. That option exercised 
immediately because agreement 
between the city and the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration requiring that the 
airport kept open until least 1979. 
Still, the city’s optioning the airport 
was essential Pittston’s plans, because 
there comparable area the small 
and because the 
Maine Board Environmental Protec- 
tion (BEP) requires that company have 
“right, title, and site before 
will grant the environmental permits 
necessary for such project. 

Although environmental groups op- 
posed Pittston BEP and EPA permit 
hearings and court, the company had 


things pretty much its way Eastport 
throughout the ‘70s with the city 
council, least. 1979 the FAA released 
the city from its obligation maintain 
the airport, and though its federal air and 
water permits were still tied court, 
Pittston announced that would exercise 
its option and buy the property. But 
that time, pro-refinery sentiment was 
the ebb; June 1980, after angry 
negotiations with Pittston, all-new- 
and-improved city council voted not 
sell the airport, despite the city’s option 
agreement with the company. the 
same time, increasingly savvy local 
group refinery opponents filed suit 
invalidate that agreement; they con- 
tended that, without express legislative 
permission, the city had lacked the 
authority option the airport the first 
place. Pittston soon filed countersuit 
force the councilors carry out the 
option. 

July, 1981, superior-court decision 
invalidated the option agreement, ruling 
that primarily because the 1959 
agreement with the FAA the city had 
indeed exceeded its authority option- 
ing the airport; but the court also said the 
city could now option the property 
wished. Pittston appealed the decision 
the SJC; meanwhile, the company tried 
negotiate new sale agreement with 
the city council. Despite repeated efforts, 
however, Pittston been able 
strike new agreement least not for 
the money it’s willing pay. Thus the 
company’s best shot getting the airport 
was persuade the SJC overturn the 
lower decision. 


February 16, the SJC decision came 


down. The court agreed that 1968 the 
city had lacked the authority option 
the property. More significant, according 
Augusta attorney Gordon Scott, who 
argued the case for the anti-refinery 
group, was the decision’s strong sugges- 
tion that the city lacks that authority, 
though the court didn’t expressly address 
that point. One thing the decision does 
for certain, however, deprive the 
company the BEP-required right, title, 
and interest the property. BEP 
spokesman Wally Pray said last week 
that the board now has little choice but 
dismiss Pittston’s application have its 
permits renewed (two the permits 
expired last summer); its March 
meeting, the board will consider staff 
recommendations just that. 

Pittston lawyer Bruce Chandler 
couldn’t reached for comment how 
the SJC ruling has affected the com- 
pany’s plans, but this latest development 
seems leave Pittston with three (you'll 
pardon the term) options: try 
negotiate new sale agreement with the 
city council, knowing full well that such 
agreement would challenged 
court; appeal the SJC decision the 
Supreme Court, which could, but 
required to, review the case; 
abandon the project altogether. 

Environmentalists are hoping that this 
latest setback will convince the company 
that its refinery proposal, which began 
lose momentum the regulatory battles 
the late finally dead the 
water.

Brookes said that Collins would 
not only endorse Finnegan, but 
would plead with other 
challengers coalesce around 
Finnegan for the larger purpose 
increasing the chances 
finally being rid White 
plea which, ever made, 
almost certain fall deaf ears. 

Brookes failed note that 
Collins, attorney, counts the 
Herald one his clients.

for at-home films certainly were good 
deal cheaper than paying babysitters, 
parking garages, and the like 
head downtown and catch your flicks 
the silver screen while munching over- 
priced popcorn. 

Damn. only Star had come with 
free popcorn. Although our wag’s an- 


reaction the living-room an- 


nouncement understandable, should 
also noted right here that the wag 
question happens one the many 
who had found bogus means decoding 
scrambled signal, thus enabling 
them view its offerings without paying 
but still hefty 23-bucks-per-month fee. 

There seems have been lot that 
going around. reminded, for exam- 
ple, one neat scam reported while 
back, wherein con artist was making

For another, that ominous 
federal investigation shows signs 
being reduced the hope that 
one George Collatos, former 
low-level Boston Redevelopment 
Authority official who pleaded 
guilty extortion and perjury 
charges, will come around and 
provide testimony 
possible indict, say, Theodore 
Anzalone (who purportedly 
was Collatos’s attorney for 
while, and has been central 
figure White’s fund-raising 
apparatus since the mayor began 
his political career). Collatos, 
however, either not cooperat- 
ing with the investigators has 
nothing tell them. 

And finally, 
opinion polls sometimes tell 
crooked tale. For instance, 
favorability rating doesn’t 
necessarily factor the people 
who may vote for the mayor even 
though they like him the 
time polled. Consider: 
percent the property owners 
the city, according White, will 
get property-tax reductions be- 
cause the property revaluation 
conducted this administration. 
Thus, poll shows the mayor 
with “negative 
rating percent, the actual 
percentage voters who 
vote for him under any circum- 
stances undoubtedly lower.

White wins his record, 
and outlasting Bill Weld.

Kiley will promise appoint 
he’s-elected mayor. “And that 
doesn’t mean chosing someone

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system,” friend chimes in, “or 
deputy mayor whose job 
explain why don’t have ac- 
cess.” Potts and his friend 
hostile; they are just asking the 
most politically pragmatic ques- 
tion around. “What talking 
about,” Potts adds, general 
laughter, “is someone who can 
call you Bob now, and Bob when 
elected.” 

Kiley doesn’t mince words. 
“You've got commitment,” 
says.

But, their views not- 
withstanding, the right outsider 
could win Boston. far back 
1967, outsider Edward Logue, 
one-time city planner from 
New Haven, Connecticut, who 
was the BRA director under 
Collins, placed respectable 
fourth field 10. Republican 
John Sears finished third that 
year. the time, some observers 
believed that Logue and Sears 
votes were interchangeable; com- 
bining the Sears and Logue tallies 
would have added enough 
votes beat Louise Day Hicks 
and White, the first- and second- 
place finishers that year. 

How Kiley could win: Kiley 
starts further back than any the 
other challengers. But goes 
after voters who chose Michael 
Dukakis the 1982 Democratic 
gubernatorial primary, and re- 
ceives considerable help from his 
ministration. concentrates his 
modest resources the black 
community and 
hoods across the city where new 
residents are moving in. Against 
long odds, and the narrowest 
margins, cops second- 


place finish the preliminary. 
Between September and No- 
vember, the New York Times, 
which has quoted 
tensively since began covering 
the race and Weld’s 
investigation into political cor- 
ruption City Hall, publishes 
highly favorable profile Kiley 
Sunday edition. The article, 
worth millions paid advertis- 
ing, focuses national attention 
once-parochial city that has 


matured enough consider al- 
lowing outsider run its 
government. Then the bomb- 
shell: the office 
unloads several indictments 
mid- and high-level city officials. 
Although White himself never 
touched the federal investiga- 
tion, the taint corruption his 
administration more than 
majority voters will tolerate.

could good year for 
former state representative and 
mayoral candidate Mel 
King. this uncommon election 
season, the uncommonest 
challengers. everyone Bos- 
ton politics knows, black, 
over six feet tall, and otherwise 
immediately distinguishable 
his shaved head, full beard, and 
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Mayor 
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wardrobe jumpsuits. Through- 
out his political career, which 
includes years state 
representative from the South 
End (from 1973 1982), King has 
been loath compromise either 
his personal appearance 


his political beliefs. 


During his years Beacon 
Hill, King staked out position 
the liberal fringe and won 100 
percent ratings the 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, the National Organization 
for the Civil 
Liberties Union Massachu- 
setts. But always kept the 
respect his more conservative 
colleagues. Congressman Barney 
Frank, liberal and former 
colleague the legislature, once 
observed, “People respect the 
integrity Mel’s commitment. 
They know he’s not just show- 
boating.” 

King has long believed that 
poor blacks and poor whites 
Boston have more common 
than many members either 
group realize. 1979, while 
running for mayor city 
notorious for racial animosity 
and violence, King insisted 
campaigning 
lower-income white neighbor- 
hoods where black candidate 
let alone one imposing- 
looking King expect 
much support. repeatedly 
showed East for 
example, try convince white 
folks there that they shared many 
the problems low-income 
blacks, and other people color, 
the South End and Roxbury. 

That year, King surprised pun- 
dits placing third the 
preliminary election, ahead 
David Finnegan even though 
King spent only about $70,000 
and Finnegan blew more than 
300 grand.

OTHER DOESN’T 


Ever since the Federal Emergency 
Management Administration 
issued its infamous change-of- 
address instructions, alternative 
nuclear-survival guides have 
been giving alternative advice. 
The new nuclear-holocaust genre 
ranges from lighthearted noir 
downright tacky. And apparently 
the Library Congress has 
deemed the subject worthy (or 
wordy) enough grant its own 
category consult your local 
library under Atomic warfare 
popular works.” 

Now here are couple such 
works for kids. The Nuclear War 
Fun Book (Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, $5.95) wants 
happy, despite the less-than- 
optimistic subject matter. And 
authors Victor Langer and Walter 
Thomas appear have their 
hearts the right judging 
from the dedication: “To the 100 
million American and Russian 
children, whom million will 
million will horribly injured; 
and million will have stay 
their fallout shelters and 
able out and play.”

Ultimately the book puzzles 
more than amuses. There’s 
decidedly anti-intellectual slant 
the text, “Science and 
math got into this mess.” And 
Einstein mentioned only the 
guy who first came with the 
theoretical basis for nuclear 
weapons. Despite seemingly 
good intentions (at the end 
section how you can 
prevent nuclear war), The 
Nuclear War Fun Book 
overkill. Too many sordid 
illustrations, for children least, 
and too many sophisticated 
references the 
military/industrial complex. 
this book really aimed kids? 
so, there are nicer ways teach 
young ones about nuclear war 
than scaring them out their 
wits. 

Which brings The Peace 
Book, Bernard Benson 
(Bantam, $9.95). Endorsed 
Pope John Paul and the late 
Anwar Sadat, this 1980 children’s 
book was reissued paper few 
months ago.

This cycle can take 
anywhere from couple 
months (as with radishes) 
more than year (grapefruit), and 
any stage something can 
wrong. 

Most problems occur early 
the cycle during the growing 
and harvesting periods, when the 
crops stand exposed capricious 
turns weather. Crops that are 
exposed winter weather bear 
the worst it. This season 
exception: Florida has enjoyed 
mild winter, but Mexico and 
California, the other major 
sources winter vegetables, 
have been inundated with rains 
since December. The rains have 
been only minor problem for 
the California harvests, but 
sent the Mexican harvests 
reeling. 

general, the fresh-produce 
industry having hard times, 
and not just because the 
vagaries weather. This season 
the problems include some oc- 
curring further into the produce 
cycle the shipping and 
selling stages. The truckers’ strike 
and, even more critical, the con- 
tinuing recession have presented 
obstacles the functioning the 
winter-produce deal. 

The fresh-produce industry re- 
lies heavily two the most 
overworked, underpaid groups 
the country farmworkers and 
independent truckers. The 
cheapness our food direct 
result these working 
for near-subsistence wages. The 
five-cent federal gasoline tax and 
new road-use fees, instituted 
force truckers pay fairer 
share the upkeep the 
nation’s highways, will 
certainly squeeze the 
independents. 

About percent fresh 
produce hauled indepen- 
dent truckers. And though you 
might think the truckers have the 
food merchants over barrel, 
winter the slow season there 
excess trucking capacity this 
time year. Winter, then, was 
not the time call for strike. 
The food pipeline was never 
seriously threatened. 

Most slowdowns occurred east 
the Mississippi. For time 
was difficult find enough

trucks make the run the 
seaboard from Florida, since they 
would have pass through the 
Carolinas, where strike-related 
violence was its worse. 
result, several items (like straw- 
berries) had tough time getting 
out Florida all. And the 
charge for driving truck from 
Florida Boston almost doubled, 
from $1300 $1600 $2200 
$2400. short, the truckers’ 
strike created some longer-than- 
normal delivery times and some 
higher prices, but didn’t result 
any problems the food in- 
dustry couldn’t handle with rela- 
tive ease. 

Now, you would think that 
with the Mexican vegetable 
harvest bad shape and with 
transportation erratic and more 
expensive that food prices would 
right through the ceiling. Not 
so. Since Christmas, demand for 
fresh produce has been skim- 
ming the low end. The recession 
continues slog along, depress- 
ing spending. And supplies 
many items continue ample 
quantities storage items 
(like apples, potatoes, and on- 
ions) are still sitting the ware- 
houses. And the crops Florida 
have had good season, and 
most those California are 
developing well. The crops, 
then, have been strong enough 
counterbalance the dearth the 
Mexican harvest. with low 
demand and reasonable supplies, 
prices for many items are not 
unseasonably high (they are not, 
for instance, high they were 
two winters ago when there was 
truckers’ strike). Plus there 
continue variety and 
quality this produce that offer 
the consumer plenty choices. 


Fruit 

Apples and pears are now 
moving out new place, the 
controlled-atmosphere (CA) 
warehouses. The fruit placed 
these special rooms harvest, 
then the temperature dropped 
constant degrees and the 
oxygen level reduced under 
five percent (air contains 
percent oxygen). The combina- 
tion reduced temperature and 
oxygen levels helps preserve the 
fruit top condition. 

The quality this year’s 
apples running quite high. 
Generally, growers select their 
nicest apples for storage, and 


this year the fall harvest was 
bountiful that the growers had 
lot choose from. The harvest 
was strong, fact, that prices 
have been down all season. 
Growers and shippers are hoping 
that opening the rooms 
and moving crisper apple onto 
market will perk otherwise 
sluggish apple deal. Prices are 
higher for fruit because the 
extra labor and paraphernalia 
involved, but this year the in- 
crease will minimal. And 
the Northeast, get wide 
diversity apples choose 
from. turned away 
from apples the past few 
months, now the time check 
them out again apples are too 
good deal pass up. 

Oranges are into the heart 
their season. Phase three the 
Florida juice-orange harvest has 
begun the Valencias, the tasty 
late variety juicers, are moving 
the midwinter pineapple 
orange. Oranges are their 
sweetest the end particular 
season, and the later 
varieties are generally sweeter 
than the early ones. this 
transition point, then, the pineap- 
ples are sweeter, but take 
the Valencias long develop 
their sugars. 

The rain and fog that mangled 
California throughout January re- 
sulted some lesser-grade navel 
oranges, but since the crop 
record-breaking size, sup- 
ply problems were created. 
this point, the quality problems 
have cleared and the flavor 
has returned its seasonal full- 
bodied sweetness. And prices 
continue the low end. 

the other hand, honey 
Murcott tangerines and temple 
oranges are their last legs. 
they fade out, expect both offer 
good, sweet flavor, for more and 
more money. Also, watch more 
closely for soft spots and sticky 
signs punctures. 

Interestingly, Israel has had 
extraordinary orange crop size 
and, reportedly, quality. Some 
Israeli oranges will find their way 
Northeast markets way 
Mortreal. Boston one the 
markets targeted for the Jaffa 
brand, expect see some 
television spots for them and 
some other brands. 

Strawberries are very volatile 
crop. The Florida berries, whose 
growth was rapid the warm 
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December but slowed during the 
cold rains January and Febru- 
ary, are back track here 
March, with volume moving 
toward its peak and with good 
size and flavor. Over the past few 
years, the Florida growers have 
started import California cul- 
tivars the California berry 
larger, more uniform, redder, and 
more long-lived the shelf than 
the berry formerly got from 
Florida. Unfortunately, the Cali- 
fornia variety lacks resistance 
fungus disease that thrives 
Florida’s warm, humid climate. 
last December, when Florida 
was having such heat wave, the 
plants took off, the blooms came 
out early, and the disease took its 
toll. Now that the cool weather 
has settled in, the crop much 
better shape. Look for Florida 
berries through April, when the 
California harvest takes over (un- 
less those constant West Coast 
rains have washed out the first 
plantings). Although Mexico 
usually competes with Florida for 
the early market, crop 
pretty sad shape and what few 
berries are crossing over are not 
spreading too far beyond the 
border. 

Melons are starting build 
rapidly. Honeydews are moving 
from Honduras and Mexico. 
They are not all that great, but 
they are not all that expensive 
either. Cantaloupes are just 
beginning arrive from Mexico. 
With both melons, flavor will get 
better leaps and bounds and 
prices will drop spring moves 
this way. Mexico also sending 
watermelon, though New Eng- 
land too far away get any 
good samples. 

Despite some damaging Cali- 
fornia winds, the avocado crop 
there still huge whopping 
percent bigger than last 
The tastier Fuerte and Hass are 
the fill-in Zutanos and 
Bacons. Look for prices de- 
cline. 


Vegetables 

The condition the vegetable 
crops from the Southeast and 
Southwest varies some crops 
are terrific shape, some are 
wrecks. Looking Florida first, 
find some harvests winding 
and some being extended. 

Green beans are 
nonexistent, and what few are 
around are rough shape. Egg- 


plant, which had been real nice 
until mid-February, now 
variable quality. Although 
pepper prices are up, peppers too 
are variable they hold 
well this time year. This 
the slowest season for squash 
consumers don’t seem all 
that interested either the yel- 
low crooknecks zucchini. 
Quality here also variable, but 
should pick soon. Celery, 
however, looking quite good, 
with strong shipments 
out the Florida Everglades and 
Southern California. The Florida 
cucumber deal ending, and 
supplies are shifting over the 
Mexican offerings. Florida 
growers are replanting cukes for 
mid-April harvests. Prices 
most these vegetable items will 
remain high until the next Florida 
plantings come due. 

When the West Coast, from 
California down into Mexico, was 
California seaside residences, 
rather than agricultural lands, 
took the brunt the storms. But 
the Mexican fields were water- 
logged. Seems that the Mexican 
fields have been getting rain 
almost once week since 
Thanksgiving, condition under 
which the plants produce 
well some even had 
plowed up. Plus, vegetables 
harvested wet deteriorate quickly 
during shipping. 

Take tomatoes, for example. 
Florida shippers are clearing out 
their gas rooms, and supplies are 
decreasing. Mexico, which or- 
dinarily ships nice vine-ripened 
tomatoes, trying valiantly 
pick the slack, but the wet 
weather responsible for re- 
duced volume, watered-down 
flavor, and quick-to-go-bad fruit. 
Look for tomato prices up, 
too. 

Mexico sending out good- 
quality snow peas seasonably 
low prices. And the Mexicali 
Valley just across the border from 
California’s Imperial Valley (ac- 
tually the same valley), 
asparagus cuttings are full 
swing. The rains knocked back 
shipments some, but asparagus 
not difficult harvest as, say, 
green onions, since cutting 
doesn’t present the mud problem 
that pulling green onions 
does. the weather gets warm, 
asparagus grows foot more 
each day (you can sit there and 
actually watch grow). Each day 
the plants are cut back. The 
quality and flavor are good, and 
prices are dropping. 

Keep asparagus fresh stand- 
ing the bunch jar water, 
tips up, and placing the 
refrigerator. Actually, this vertical 
position good way steam 
asparagus with the fat, cut end 
down toward the heat. 

Farther the coast Cali- 
fornia, broccoli and cauliflower 
continue look very good. 
Harvests, which are moving into 
their principal home ground 
the San Joaquin Valley, escaped 
most the high winds and rains. 
These harvests are running way 
ahead last year, supplies are 
strong and prices low. 

The lettuces iceberg and red 
and green leaf went some 
prices result the rains, 
but supplies, supplemented 
harvests Arizona and Texas, 
continue strong, and price will 
probably turn around soon.

taxing law. One waitress, after 
receiving similar pay stub, sent 
the White House. “Thank 
you, President Reagan,” she 
wrote. Others the food-and- 
beverage business are also bitter 
about the new law. Bussers 
fashionable Newbury Street 
quiche spot are smarting because 
what they customarily earn 
percent the tips the waiters 
and waitresses has been sliced 
half. 

Ata well-known Route One 
steak house, two waitresses 
walked out because their 
diminished pay. 

mentioned all this the cook, 
but wasn’t sympathetic. 
“You've been getting away with 
for too long,” sneered. “The 
party’s over.” 

The federal government 
evidently felt the same way about 
tipped workers. From the 
perspective, they 
just paying their share. 
And, based numbers alone, 
understandable why the 
government feels this way. Take 
the example waitress who 


works full time one 
busy seafood restaurants. Last 
year, her gross salary averaged 
$365 week $18,980 annually. 
Her employer pays her the 
minimum wage for tipped 
employees: $2.01 hour, 
about $65 week. The rest her 
earnings came from tips. 
nontipped worker with 
comparable salary would pay 
federal, state, and Social Security 
(FICA) taxes totaling about $4313 
for the year. But last year, our 
seafood tax bill was only 
$621. 

because she, like 
most tipped employees, 
paid taxes only small portion 
her income, the $2.01 hour 
from her employer, plus 
additional amount dubbed “tip 
usually $1.34 hour, 
the difference between the 
minimum wage for tipped 
employees and the minimum 
wage for most others. For 
taxation purposes, unless she 
voluntarily declared she was 
earning more, the government 
generally was willing assume 
she was making only the 
minimum wage. 

But new tip-targeting tax 
provision has changed all this. 
Passed last August part 
President massive 
revenue-raising package, the new 
rules are expected siphon off 
more than $2.2 billion over the 
next three years from waiters, 
waitresses, bartenders, and 
bussers. Federal officials have 


_long watched tip dollars elude 


the grasp tax examiners, 
powerless save for sporadic 
audits clamp down ona 
profession where evasion the 
norm. The new regulations 
supposedly have solved the 
problem tax evasion. How? 
“By making restaurant owners 
unpaid employees the IRS,” 
says Ray Murgia, executive vice- 
president the Massachusetts 
Restaurant Association. 

The new regulations work this 
way: beginning the 1983 tax 
year, all food-and-beverage 
establishments with more than 
employees must report the 
Internal Revenue Service gross 
food-and-beverage sales 
(excluding take-out business); 


aggregate tip income reported 


employees; aggregate credit- 
card sales; and aggregate 


credit-card tips. 

the total tips reported 
employees given 
establishment not equal 
least eight percent that 
gross sales, the 
proprietor must furnish the IRS 
with the names and Social 
Security numbers tipped 
employees and the amount they 
have reported tips. addition, 
owners must among 
these workers paper, 
course enough money equal 
the eight-percent requirement. 

This not 
considered income, and 
employers are not obligated 
cough additional FICA 
contributions that amount. 
But the allocated amounts, 
stamped, “for informational 
purposes,” will appear 
workers’ W-2 forms right next 
the line which the employee 


‘claims how much she made 


tips. tipped employee chooses 
not claim least the allocated 
amount, IRS examiners scanning 
W-2s can easily spot this 
potentially lucrative auditing 
situation. 

And the burden proof lies 
not with the IRS show that the 
employee has made false claims, 
but with individual waiters and 
waitresses show they did not 
make tips totaling eight percent 
sales. Restauranteurs 
prove that their employees 
generally don’t make that 
percentage tips are usually 
lower hamburger joints ice- 
cream parlors, for example can 
appeal for margins low five 
percent. But the reverse also 
likely: armed with charge 
receipts, the IRS will able 
compute average tip levels and 
slap higher tip-reporting 
requirements many 
restaurants. 

Although restaurant owners 
complain that the new rules force 
proprietors the work 
for them,” the regulations 
actually were spawned from 
successful lobbying the 
National Restaurant Association 
(NRA) against provision 
dubbed the “one-and-a-half- 
martini lunch.” This would have 
halved the amounts allowed 
business-meal deductions. 
return for the 
leaving these deductions alone, 
the NRA agreed the last 


violently opposed the ‘one- 
minute more stringent tip- 
reporting provisions. were 
and-a-half-martini lunch,’ says 
Murgia. “It would have put lot 
metropolitan restaurants out 
business.” 

But what about the people 
working for tips, who, because 
they don’t have powerful 
lobbyists looking out for them, 
had say this tradeoff? 
Murgia contends that slashing 
business-lunch deductions 
would have cut into tip incomes 


well. insists the tip-taxing 


law “better for business,” but 
nonetheless agrees with Boston- 
area restauranteurs who claim 
the provisions are vague and bare 
boned, and thus force owners 
flesh them out with in-house tip- 
reporting systems. 
absolutely Mickey Mouse,” says 
Arne Soreide, general manager 
the Landmark Inn the Quincy 
Marketplace. “I’ve seen lot 
ridiculous laws, but this one tops 
them all.” 

The IRS, course, disagrees. 
not the monster everyone 
makes out counters Tom 
Allen, public-affairs officer for 
the IRS. “It should have 
immediate impact.” the face 
restaurateurs irked increased 
FICA costs, bookkeepers frazzled 
with new tip-reporting systems, 
and waitresses with “zero 
paychecks,” how can Allen make 
this claim? “Tip-reporting should 
nothing new,” says Allen. 
always been the law.” Allen 
maintains that the new 
provisions simply put teeth into 
existing regulations. tipped 
employees have been complying 
with the law, the eight-percent 
rule should not shake them up, 
says. 

Past compliance rates are 
almost impossible estimate. 
Senator Bob Dole (R-Kansas), 
chairman the Senate Finance 
Committee and chief mover 
behind the new tip-tax measure, 
claims tipped restaurant workers 
pay taxes only about 
percent their income, rate 
that, says, put them only 
slightly above drug traffickers 
income-tax compliance. 
However, Bob Juliano, lobbyist 
for the Hotel and Restaurant 
Institutional Employees Union, 
says hard evidence support 
this claim; during the tip-tax 


debate successfully pushed for 
amendment requiring the IRS 

submit detailed study, 

covering fair cross section the 
restaurant industry, Congress 
the end 1986. 

Locally, informal poll 
Boston-area eateries shows that 
though proprietors realize that 
their employees have always 
been obligated report tips, few 
have actually compelled their 
workers so. And every 
owner notes, without hesitation, 
that since January (the date the 
new law took effect), compliance 
has “greatly increased.” 

Restaurants have until April 
work out new tip-reporting 
systems. Although some owners 
and managers have worked with 
tipped employees draft 
agreements that help those 
employees abide the law, 
most proprietors have dumped 
the burden those who work 
for tips. their asses it’s not 
claimed not ours,” says one 
assistant manager. 

Two tip-claiming systems are 
emerging typical. Under the 
first, employees, aided 
sophisticated computer registers, 
figure eight percent their own 
individual sales and note this 
amount directly their 
timecards. Taxes this amount 
are then withheld from their base 
paycheck. Under the second 
system, waiters and waitresses 
strictly account for all charge tips; 
some report additional cash tips. 
They are then taxed the total. 

But matter which way tips 
are figured, complying with the 
new law still not simple. For 
example, the general regulations 
not take into account the 
complexities how gratuities get 
spread around different 
restaurant personnel. This creates 
problems because most bussers 
and wine stewards, well 
many bartenders, don’t receive 
direct tips. Rather, they are 
waiters and waitress. 
you prevent the same tip dollar 
from being taxed twice?” asked 
Dominic Bozzotto, president 
Local the Hotel and 
Restaurant Workers’ Union. 

But most people who work for 
tips are angry about more than 
the difficulties they have 
complying with the law. Despite 
their previously light tax burden, 
they protest that they are being 
made pay taxes tips all. 
general, they think gratuities 
should not subject the same 
income. Tips, the feeling goes, are 
tradeoff for built-in hazards 
the industry. “Why this 
business going pay 
taxes everything you make?” 
argues Mary, bartender 
Doubles, Boston Sheraton 
Hotel lounge. very 
rough business.” 

Others nonunion minimum- 
wage jobs may feel their work 
rough, too. But the restaurant 
industry, the argument goes, 
notorious for giving its workers 
little except the opportunity 
make tips. Although Local 
the Hotel and Restaurant 
Workers’ Union has won $2.50 
minimum wage and health, 
dental, and retirement plans for 
its members, locally the union 
represents the tipped workers 
only hotels tiny 
percentage the thousands 
waiters, waitresses, bartenders, 
and bussers the area. Most 
have such benefits. With rare 
exceptions, waiters and 
waitresses must pay the full cost 
their health insurance; pension 
plans are virtually nonexistent; 
tipped employees get “sick 
days”; and extra base 
pay for work holidays 
common occurrence the 
restaurant business. 

And though many restaurants 
give vacation pay full-time 
tipped employees, it’s only 
minimum wage for their work- 
week hours. There vacation 
compensation for tip income.

Traveling art sales: people’s aesthetic 
rogues’ galleries?

hey move and down

Camped the outskirts 
major metropolis, they open shop 
long enough make quick 
haul, then move the next 
rented room the next highway 
hotel. What they peddle far 
from priceless stuff, but does 
sell. Shopping for art motor 
lodge has all the ambiance 
double-coupon day Star Mar- 
ket, but the customers seem 
prefer that way.

The snow heavy and 
business slow that mid- 
afternoon Saturday nearly 
time shut down. harried 
stock boy loading stacks 
canvases into mud-splattered 
van the Howard 
parking lot. Lifting them out 
large cloth laundry cart, 
brushes thickening layer 
slush off the canvases with his 
glove. sign, written black

Trailing several feet 
behind them, small boy bun- 
dled bulky snowsuit pulls 
toy train string, his legs 
rustling. 

The couple linger the open 
doorway the rented room. 
Their son walks with 
hesitation, giving his train 
rough ride the heavy plaid 
carpeting. heavy-set man 
open-necked shirt and faded cor- 


duroys says that the show 
closing shortly, but adds, 
come and take quick look 
around.” 

The room devoid. decor- 
ation save for three long rows 
orange plastic card-table chairs 
loaded with canvases varying 
sizes.

Although the paintings 
are not dated, the customer 
assured that “they were 
painted within the 
months.” addition, each paint- 
ing “an original” and “hand 
painted.” With slightly con- 
fidential tone her voice, the 
saleswoman adds that the cac- 
tuses have been “very popular 
this year” and that the clowns are 
now 
Furthermore, she says, many 
these same paintings sell for 
three times much over the 
“established” galleries New- 
bury Street. 

But here the Burlington 
Howard Johnson’s, and next 
week another, similar motel, 
prices are low-low-low. sign 
taped the drawn curtains 
explains the mark-downs: 
regular $25, now $7-$14. 12x16, 
regular $45, now $19.95. 16x20, 
regular $75, now $29. 24x36, 
regular $150, now $39.” Beside 
the sign are the logos Visa and 


American Express. Framing 
done the premises with 
selection ready-made, snap-on 
wood frames stacked the floor 
the far corner the room.

Each painting undoubtedly 
“original” because there “no 
scene exactly the same.

Each painting 
also undoubtedly “hand 
painted,” albeit hands 
hurry. “Put this way,” explains 
another dealer. “An artist will

They are the largest 
frame producers the world” (at 
least snap-on frames). 

Dealers say they have wide 
and contented clientele, “from 
young students doctors.” Ex- 
plains one, “Our customers are 
often more comfortable with 
hotel show than gallery show 
because maybe they have been 
that hotel before and eaten the 
restaurant there. They just feel 
more ease.” She adds that 
many people arrive with 
particular scene size mind, 
visual shopping list sorts. This 
art afterthought, art fill 
hole the wall, match the 
new green sofa and the gold shag 
carpeting.

High tech and 
the hierarchy 


Putting computers 
the management track

hanks competition that 
has halved retail prices 
during the past months, 
home computers are now selling 
the rate well over million 
per year. Nevertheless, terms 
dollars, home computers, 
average price about $500 per 
system, still represent only 
small part the microcomputer 
market. 
computer system office 
typically costs around $5000 
times much. Therefore, the 
industry’s greatest profit op- 
portunity for 1983 lies not 
home computers, but 
business market. 

The people who generally buy 
business computers are business 
managers. And though managers 
now buy microcomputers almost 
exclusively tools for their 
employees, the industry guess- 
ing that the most effective way 
increase the market put 
personal computers the desks 
the managers themselves.

Then came phase two, extend- 
ing from around 1979 until the 
present. During this phase, the 
microcomputer became useful, 
productivity-enhancing 
Memory sizes increased 48K 
64K RAM, and essential ac- 
cessories (such floppy-disk 
storage systems) became avail- 
able reasonable prices. varie- 
useful programs for practical 
applications were marketed, 
making the information-han- 
dling power the computer avail- 
able people who were neither 
electronics technicians nor pro- 
grammers. Among the applica- 
tions 
enhancing programs are word 
processing, small-business 
counting, 
“data base management” (for 
mailing lists, personnel files, and 
other masses organizable in- 
formation), and 
calculation (the generic term for 
flexible control over tables 
interrelated numbers like word 
processing provides for text). 

Although such programs have 
made the personal computer into 
valuable tool kit, has re- 
mained suitable for use only 
rather restricted population 
namely, people willing 
trained its use (or unable 
avoid it). Word-processing com- 
puters have been enthusiastically 
adopted many professional 
writers, but offices they are 


often relegated 
desks, where they serve more 
efficient kind typewriter; man- 
agers still memos and 
reports dictating them for 
secretary transcribe. com- 
puter equipped with account- 
ing program typically used 
clerk the accounting depart- 
ment, rather than the manager 
who needs the resulting numbers 
formulate company policy. 
computer with 
program used assistant 
department head make sales 
projections, but not the com- 
pany president who needs see 
how the 
growth will affected.

Making the best 
winter vegetables 


Susannah Garboden 


story about some 

Americans who bought 

farm Ireland.

Winter-vegetable pie 
Serves six eight 

This recipe comes from 
friend Pat Biggs, great cook 


who’s lived Oshkosh, Wiscon- 
sin, and Paris, France, and who 
manages combine apprecia- 
tion Midwestern appetites and 
common sense with Continental 
style. This winter-vegetable pie 
good example. goes well with 
meat, but can also nice 
supper lunch dish itself. 

teaspoon poppy seeds; 

cups all-purpose flour; 

teaspoon salt; 

cup cold butter; 

cup lard (white vegetable 
shortening okay, but lard 
better); 

tablespoons cold water;

pound fresh mushrooms;

Stir the cold water 
gradually, using fork, adding 
only enough get the dough 
stick together. Divide the dough 
half, wrap up, and chill it. 

Separate the cauliflower into 
its component “flowerettes.” Peel 
the carrots and cut them into 
half-inch-thick disks. Peel the

onions. Steam all three (or cook 
them boiling salted water) 
until they are just tender this 
should take about 
minutes. Drain the vegetables 
and set them aside. 

Sauté the mushrooms the 
butter and garlic for about five 
minutes, then blend the one 
third cup flour, and add 
the milk. Bring all this boil, 
stirring constantly. Continue boil- 
ing for about one minute (keep 
stirring). Stir the cheese, and 
continue cooking stirring 
until melted. Pour this 
mixture over the vegetables and 
stir gently.

the Japanese. Long before 

they made cars, cameras, 
sets, they were already 
making better pasta than the 
Italians, better fried shrimp than 
the Greeks, and better soup than 
the French. 

Yet the peak Japanese 
cuisine not knock-off but 
natural-look line original, de- 
signer, raw-fish dishes called 
sushi. (There are egg and 
vegetarian sushi too.) Despite 
their classic lines, sushi came 
the scene comparatively late. The 
vinegared rice presentation de- 
veloped the 18th century, and 
some kinds sushi were only 
invented popularized within 
the past fifty years. 

There certain machismo 
sword and other samurai para- 
phernalia display above the 
bar Benisushi. The tone the 
bar between patrons and the 
large New Orleans oyster bar, the 
kind where your personal waiter 
opens dozen oysters and slides 
them over you one time.

Benihana steak house, 
has its own entrance. 

The Benihana connection as- 
sures patrons ready access 
Trader Vic-style rum drinks with 
funny names. The Benihana 
Special ($2.50) was dry and citric, 
about like the Mai Tai ($3). The 
menu offers four brands sake, 
but only Koshu Masamune ($2) 
was stock when visited. The 
sake was served traditionally, hot 
ceramic bottle, with tiny 
cup from which one slurped 
shot now and then. tasted like 
hot dry sherry, had pleasant, 
banana-like aroma, and went 
well with the food. The plum 
wine ($2) was livelier than 
expected, with aroma 
plummy was like almonds. 
was sweet the sake was dry. 

Dinners come with appetizers 
their own, but tried 
appetizer kitsune udon ($4.50, 
lunch), big bowl soup, 
noodles, and sweet deep-fried 
tofu that makes light meal. The 
sweet tofu was deep-fried for 
texture and looked browned and 
puffed the soup. The solids 
also included two semcircles 
fishcake (called kamaboko), lots 
noodies, and some shredded 
seaweed for extra flavor. 

The dinners brought clear 
soup with tiny cubes tofu, 
scallion rounds, and the same 


shredded seaweed. Instead the 
dull salad all know and 
tolerate elsewhere, Benisushi of- 
fers little dish sashimi with 
dinners that don’t include raw 
fish. There were couple 
pieces pretty brown-and- 
white fish, some white fish 
covered with tiny orange roe, and 
lovely sliced 
cucumber and shredded daikon 
radish. 

With dinners 
pickled onions. 

Tempura ($9.95) involved six 
very large shrimp, but from the 
vegetable kingdom only carrots 
and green peppers. The frying 
was light and greaseless: getting 
variety vegetables (like 
squash, onion, beans, eggplant, 
yam) usually the easy part. 

Unagi bento ($10.95) needs 
new press agent. Quoth the 
menu, “Delicious freshwater eel 
broiled with teriyaki sauce, ac- 
companied different ‘unagi’ 
dishes each day. Served 
lacquered ‘bento’ (lunch) box.” 
Well. First all, the grilled eel 
was delicious. looked like 
kippered herring, but had the 
delicate richness brisling 
sardine. The unagi dishes our day 
were three pieces sweet omelet 
wrapped around pieces grilled 
eel, and three pieces 
kamaboko. the bento dinners 
downstairs Restaurant Genji 
have given you the idea lots 
variety bento box, Benisushi 
will disappoint. you are tuned 
music cuisine unagi bento 
could real treat. 

the sushi. The variety 
plate sushi moriawase ($9 for 
the matsu size; $15 for the ume). 
The small version was quite 
fine dinner, with four double 
fingers raw fish and one egg 
vinegared rice, plus three little 
tuna cylinders wrapped sea- 
weed, and pile pink shredded 
ginger. believe there 
custom about odd numbers 
the Japanese dinner plate.) The 
tuna rolls disappeared ‘first, for 


rich red tuna the most wonder- 
ful sushi all. Then the long-rice 
divans including shrimp, 
sweet egg omelet, baby squid, 
salmon-colored fish and white 
fish. Green wasabi, which tastes 
like horseradish, only stronger, 
was already spread these open 
sandwiches. was spread 
liberally, fact, that became 
the primary impression. 
tasted with tears our eyes, 
hardly realizing were eating 
raw fish. Originally, 
stand, wasabi was thought 
preservative. Benisushi has raw 
fish fresh enough enjoy, but 
not the excitingly fresh-tasting 
sushi out our way for. 
Here the wasabi added punch 
what could have been dull 
platter. 

Sashimi moriawase ($12, $18) 
was straight raw fish, arranged 
without rice, though with little 
garnishes prettily shredded 
sliced vegetables, slice sea 
vegetable that looked like 
chicory, and big dab wasabi. 
Each kind seafood was 
presented differently. Sole came 
tiny roll-ups. Salmon eggs 
were offered inch-long nest 
shredded daikon. Five salmon- 
colored triangles were arranged 
geometrically. There was also 
mackerel, the slices fish show- 
ing brown and white, two pieces 
octopus, tough white sheet 
that might have been squid, two 
pieces crab leg (or was 
sarimi, hake processed into con- 
vincing mock crab leg?), and the 
white fish coated with the tiny 
orange roe.

Decor, like the food, much 
more interesting than 
Benihana, but not the 
standards the fanciest Japanese 
restaurants Boston. The tables 
are varnished mahogany; the 
chairs have Japanese characters 
cut through the backs somehow. 
walked into the room, 
noticed aroma old fried 
shrimp. was problem after 
few seconds, but was warning 
that the room may collect cigar- 
ette smoke when crowded.

rival while uttering annoyed rat- 
tling notes; saw males strutting 
proudly, like miniature turkeys; 
and had others fly land 
almost head. 

Other naturalists and -sports- 
men have noted the peculiar 
traits woodcocks. 
first was John James Audubon, 
who discovered 
earthworms woodcocks ate made 
all the way the birds’ 
stomachs one piece. Further 
observation 
showed that woodcocks’ flexible- 
tipped upper mandibles enable 
them suck worms while 
barely opening their bills. Hence 
the name bogsucker. 

Although woodcocks are 
classified ornithologists 
shore birds the same 
family sandpipers, snipes, and 
dowitchers), they’re hardly con- 
sidered aquatic; unlike their rel- 
atives, woodcocks prefer dark 
swales sunny beaches. 

few years ago, however, 
Annette Cottrell, from Hillsboro, 
New Hampshire, witnessed 
rare sight: swimming 
cock. She saw spin around, 
bob, and bathe 
rimmed pool. 

Another unusual trademark 
the woodcock the location its 
bulging eyes: high and 
back the head, placement 
that allows the bird watch for 
enemies above and behind while 
its bill buried the hilt soil. 
not sight, but touch 
that woodcock finds its dinner 
worms they come the 
surface night.) 

Owls, foxes, and cats are 
woodcocks’ natural enemies, but 
people, inadvertently other- 
wise, also reduce their numbers.

Continued from page 
Woodcocks are low-flying noc- 
turnal migrants, and many col- 
lide with lighthouses, sky- 
scrapers, and high-tension wires 
out confusion poor vision. 
(Because the odd placement 
their eyes, it’s 
sarcastically, that the birds see 
better where they’ve already 
been than where they are going.) 

Gunners used hunt wood- 
cocks year-round, with restric- 
tions, and was once com- 
monplace for hunter bag 100 
more day.

chines and programs work best 
dedicated single-task systems. 

Even all the different 
kinds programs shared com- 
mon, simple command language 
and compatible files, the micro- 
computers running them 
wouldn’t have enough memory 
capacity multiple jobs 
simultaneously, even switch 
rapidly among jobs. micro can 
work nicely full-time word 
full-time accounting machine for 
clerk. But manager who needs 
analyze profit and loss trends, 
write memos and reports, sum- 
marize results charts and 
graphs, and schedules 
would need use different 
program for each task, and that 
need means awkward 
switching programs each time 
the task changes. For busy 
manager more efficient 
delegate the information-han- 
dling jobs various sub- 
ordinates and get all results 
printed out paper; then 
switching among tasks just 
matter putting down one paper 
and picking another. 

Microcomputers are de- 
signed receive most their 
information, and all their 
control commands, through the 
keyboard.

they were typewriters. But after 
while, the higher-ups began 
notice what their subordinates 
could with their machines, the 
computer would undergo up- 
ward shift its status value.

what are calling personal 
computing’s phase three, ma- 
chines and programs designed 
for the management will 
serve not merely productivity- 
enhancing tools but complete 
information-handling systems, 
and tailored for use 
people who can’t stop for train- 
ing. can see from the above 
list what the phase-three com- 
puter will need. 

The programs will have 
easy use.

irst off, there’s the ticket. 

order get into the Metropoli- 

tan Museum’s newest super- 
show, “The Vatican Collections: The 
Papacy and Art,” you have buy 
ticket for specific date and time.

Ray Charles: keep movin’

(Last installment this two- 
part profile considered the early career 
Ray Charles. 1954, Charles cut his first 
sides with his own band for Atlantic 
Records. The single from that session, 
Got Woman,” achieved unparal- 
leled success, exerting more influence 
the course American popular music 
than any R&B record before since.) 


Charles was probably little 
affected the impact his fame 

appreciated the timing, because 
allowed him keep his band. took 
the moral condemnations stride, dis- 
missing philosophically the denuncia- 
tions that came not only from the pulpit 
but from blues singers like 
Broonzy, who declared, crying 
sanctified. He’s mixing the blues with the 
church.” 

got lot flak,” says Ray, “because 
some people felt was like abomina- 
tion the church, but then people began 
realize, ‘No, that ain’t all, the man 
just singing what feels. got 
sing him. got sing the 
way feel it.’

playing almost exclusively for his own 
people. “We left playing the white 
folks Pat Boone. did dances. 
11:30, take a-half-hour break, come back 
and work Big hall, somebody 
frying some chicken over the corner, 
some fish maybe yeah, some those 
dances were rough. Some dances were 
very rough. Somebody would step 
toes and forget say, 
‘Excuse me,’ and the other guy would 
call the first guy ‘motherfucker,’ and 
then you got it. dancing 
with somebody else’s old lady, and the 
guy happens show up. These places 
were very warm, man, don’t have tell 
you. You take country music, you take 
black music, you the same goddam 
thing exactly. The same thing, man.”

When 
played the Newport Jazz Festival 1958, 
half the set was instrumental; fact, 
the albums did for Atlantic, 
half were jazz. The body work 
created from 1955 1959 unrivalled 
for its variety, originality, energy, and 
influence. Still, his popularity remained 
more less constant until 1959, when 
Say?” came out. Born 
dance Brownsville, town outside 
Pittsburgh, with minutes fill, the 
song was little more than riff that Ray 
embroidered and the Raeletts brought 
orgasm panting, cooing climax 
that was definitely first for the white 
airwaves. Say?” was cul- 
mination the style that Ray Charles 
had created, altogether secular evoca- 
tion actual church service, complete 
with moans, groans and congregation 
talking tongues, joyous celebration 
utterly profane love. The record 
went gold, Ray’s first million-seller. Ray 
Charles started playing concerts instead 
dances, and marked another period 
his life, too. Six months after the 
left Atlantic, the company that had 
nurtured him, for multi-year, multi- 
dollar contract with ABC. was only 
29. 

Looking back, has all kinds 
thoughts, and perhaps even few 
regrets, about the change. ABC certainly 
did not provide the personal attentive- 
ness that Atlantic had, but (according 
Ray) had need for that any longer. 
ABC, which had virtually R&B artists 
the time, must have wanted him badly 
because addition generous royalty 
deal, offered profit sharing and event- 
ual ownership his masters. This 
concession was almost unheard the 
music business the time, and remains 
rare even now. meant that once Ray 
was off the label, ABC could not 


repackage his records more than 
sell off existing stock. Sole ownership 
today rests with Charles, probably 
shrewd investment any real-estate 
financial package could have put 
together. What put into his mind ask 
for such arrangement remains obscure, 
but one can only take his word that here 
was offer could not refuse. 
Almost immediately put some dis- 
tance between his ABC and his Atlantic 
work. His first ABC album was called 
The Genius Hits the -Road, string- 
drenched selection “place 
standards like “Alabamy Bound,” “Mis- 
sissippi Mud,” Vermont,” 
and, course, “Georgia,” which sold 
more than any other single date. His 
second album, Dedicated You, 
adopted the same thematic and sen- 
timental tack, with romantic standards 
strung together the common thread 
that each title was name. His 
last album for Atlantic, true, had 
explored some this same territory (The 
Genius Ray Charles offers exquisite 
interpretation standards, with strings 
one side and big-band jazz the 
other), and Ray continued make 
records that would become R&B classics 
for ABC, like “Hit the Road, Jack.” But 
his creativity never lapsed, dramati- 
cally changed direction: this man who 
was known for having written nearly all 
his own hits stopped writing almost 
completely absolutely dif- 
ference between writing 
insists today. “Whatever you 
do, you can only left the 
arrangements Ralph Burns Sid 
Feller Quincy Jones, and put together 
18-piece big band for his live per- 
formances.

When left ABC 1973, took his 
masters with him. Since then has 
released several albums his own label, 
Crossover, made four records for Atlantic 
(in the late ‘70s), and remained one the 
most dependable live draws and popular 
guest stars around. Sometimes when 
you listen the records he’s made the 
last few years, hard hear what 
engaged Ray Charles, and yet you know 
that there was something that must have 
drawn him the material, the 
arrangements, the sounds was getting. 
When saw him concert four years 
ago, quirky program that celebrated 
both his 48th birthday and the publica- 
tion his autobiography, Brother Ray, 
wrote that “with his willful distortion 
syllables, exaggerated articulation, im- 
possibly arched falsetto, and improbable 
belches, burps, interpolated 
chuckles, the result unqualified 
triumph for the human voice: For Ray 
Charles the world sound, rhythm, 
engagement.” And is. But sometimes 
what prompts that engagement 
mystery anyone but Ray Charles. And 
isn’t telling. 

What striking about his life what 
has left behind. Ray Charles not one 
look back. Not his Nat King Cole 
period. Not the Atlantic years. Not 
his heroin addiction, nor the creative 
ferment that engulfed him, nor the 
recording popularity that has fled. 
once his strength and his weakness that 
Ray cannot admit regrets. Blindness 
has kept him from none the things 
sighted person able do, Ray has 
insisted over and over; so, too, heroin 
trusion and one ultimately set aside, 
brought with none the debilitating 
effects (to self creativity) that other 
addicts have cited. One thing you quickly 
learn about Ray Charles that will 
not make judgments paths chosen, 
will not dismiss any action taken, any 
choice made. Still, wish could have 
met Ray Charles years ago. It’s 
difficult imagine what life must have 
been like for him then, blind man, 
heroin addict, caught the web 
fame difficult imagine anyone 
Ray inner strength enslaved 
habit, any habit, but Ray insists was 
different then, and the people 
who were closest him. “Man, you 
realize that’s over years ago,” 
likely say. that was long 
time ago.” 

Music has remained the constant. 
Music and the life music life the 
autobiography, “was life. still I'll 
declares, “the road can fucking 
jungle. not organized. It’s just 
knowing what doing, all. It’s 
not difficult, it’s not intricate, it’s not even 
complex. It’s just plain old common 
sense. you know where going, 
what time supposed there, 
how going get there, what else 
left?

Once again Ray alone 
the control booth, though this time, 
course, the studio lit, its contours 
revealed soft pastels, players, (two 
cellos, two violas, seven violins) attuned 
Ray’s direction. The chairs, baffles, 
mikes, and earphones were all set the 
previous night, Ray tells me, after got 
back from the Mastering Lab. was 
here till around p.m. working alone, 
“and then just fell out, man, body 
says, ‘Either you bed, I’m gonna 
pass out you.’ And I’m not about 
kill damn self, the damn thing 
wins.” 

runs the session just the way 
runs every other aspect his life, with 
combination charm, control, and flat- 
out energy. Everything his head: 
conception, arrangements, voicings, the 
dynamics working with this particular 
group musicians, all the things that for 
anyone else would least partially 
visual. The basic tracks (voice and 
rhythm) are already there. Ray isolates 
the eerie soprano, then the bass, cocks 
his head catch the nuance each 
part, squirms with pleasure 
the lush sound the strings 
conducting his symphony. never 
still.

Lesbian Nation, which Johnston pub- 
lished 1973, was partially dedicated 
her mother, Olive Crowe, “who 
should’ve been lesbian.” Now, last, 
learn why. Obviously the author was 
aware even then that her own psy- 
chology was radically entwined with that 
her repressed single parent, woman 
who subverted her example self- 
sufficiency with contempt for her sex. 


Her mother, Johnston explains, was the 


only offspring hearty immigrant’s 
daughter and somewhat better 
pedigreed, wholly ineffectual, gent 
who died his 40s, leaving Olive 
perpetually bereft. “In 
background the men were not survivors 
and the women were strong but embar- 
rassing. The picture completed her 
emotional preference for the ones who 
failed survive.” 

Olive, mourning father bouts 
depression, commemorating him her 
rigidly unreal expectations men, be- 
came nurse (the better, one assumes, 
tend her wounds). her professional 
capacity she went abroad, became in- 
volved with tony, middle-aged Eng- 
lishman board ocean liner, and 
wound with permanent souvenir: 
After five years gadding about the 
continent with papoose, Olive returned

Johnston writes her mother, “While 
she never became immune the import- 
ance man could have for her, and thus 
the terror losing him, she was 
determined exempt from that fate.

When did finally 
meet important man was very 
impressed indeed. But then was 
much too distracted women die 
over such man. life was 
really And mom made 
sure this insularity continued well into 
puberty, sending Johnston all-girl, 
Catholic boarding school, where she 
excelled, her own report, sports and 
guerrilla mischief: things like soccer and 
looking through the nuns’ underwear 
drawers. 

was here that Johnston started 
think herself boy masquerading 
“proper girl” all the while lusting 
adolescently after same. She not, 
course, talking about literal sexual identi- 
fication, though the obtuse reader may 
develop the notion that Johnston has 
spent her life spinning and out 
hospitals for revolving-door sex-change 
operations. Rather, she refers the 
conflict between her natural inclinations 
toward independence, adventure, and 
women male turf the and ‘50s 
and her desire achieve some 
acceptable status patriarchal society, 
where she already had two strikes 


against her result being without 
male “connections.” any case she 
spent her high-school years practicing 
“being boy away from the corrupting 
influence other boys who would treat 
him like girl.” She also acquired 
boyfriend and did some strenuous play- 
acting female roles. 

Well, confused all this boy- 
girl stuff, Mother Bound may not the 
book for you even the story 
intriguing. lot sounds like Susan 
Sontag the land psychobabble; its 
worse moments, sounds like Edith 
Hamilton the land psychobabble. 
Johnston, not imperceptively, sees her 
emotional life, presumably until her 
coming out, series conflicts 
between the “dancer woman,” whose 
direction her erotic impulses, well, pulse, 
and the Olympian old man father 
figure unobtainable. her first affair, 
with woman who was her dancing 
teacher, she paints herself (into corner, 
you ask me) Hephaestus her 
Thetis, and her first 
heterosexual bout, with 
philosophy professor, she casts herself 
Metis, the secret lover Zeus. this 
capacity she gets carried away 
Persephone and somewhere least 
bad: “In the manner that myth 
would allow myself swallowed 
order emerge from his head. that 
end ate and entered and 
dropped the seed that bore the fruit 
intellect rather than child.” Come on, 
such pornographic drivel should 
reserved for Dante’s lowermost circle. 

Tumbling down from the mythological 
mountain, veritable avalanche 
candor, Johnston reasseses her brief 
marriage (to young man_ 
boorish, and condescending enough, 
this account, have turned into Jill 
Johnston) corollary her all- 
important relationship with her mother.

the course rehearsing the New

Rare Big Band before its Valentine’s- 
night concert, Gil Evans admitted that 
was making his first visit Boston. 
astonishing revelation, even career 
sporadic given that the 70- 
year-old arranger has been force jazz 
since his work with Claude Thornhill, 
and that the success his writing for 
Miles Davis has allowed him front 
occasional working orchestras his own 
(first between 1958 and and every 
now and then since 1969). Evans has 
been reluctant leader, however, not 
mention something recluse; which 
made his appearance Jordan Hall even 
more event. 

The works Evans offered, mini- 
retrospective his last quarter century, 
reinforced his status the greatest 
arranger since Ellington. Not com- 
poser/arranger, mind you, for Evans has 
drawn heavily from others for melodic 
material (Monk, Mingus, and Gershwin 
were part this program), and he’s 
contributed few memorable tunes. 
orchestrator melody though, ma- 
nipulator sound and texture, Evans 
incomparable, and has been since his 
innovative charts for Thornhill the 
was that period, which 
culminated with the stunning Miles 
Davis Nonet, that Evans began air out 
the brash thickness the dance band 
introducing French horns and tuba into 
the brass section and soprano sax, flutes, 
and clarinets among the reeds. Twenty 
years later, when commercial pressures 
encouraged many false assimilations 
rock and jazz, Evans realized one the 
first honest fusions adding syn- 
thesizers and other electric keyboards 
and strings the rhythm section, then 
seizing upon the reconstituted presence 
what had been the orchestra’s support- 
ing flank and deploying section co- 
equal with the brass and reeds. 

Given the range colors his 
are often inscrutable, effect 
heightened the sparse and open- 
ended nature his formal designs. 
Again like Ellington, Evans draws upon 
the blues for the central building block 
his orchestral architecture; but Ellington 
tended erect extensions and variations 
off the traditional blues chorus where- 
Evans frequently works with more 
than lick bass figure. don’t 
think Evans composer because 
has not generated many full-blown 
melodies. Instead pivots phrases 
and out focus and over and under 
soloists, that voicing, sound 
group sounds, becomes the theme 
given piece. Add the sinew and sponta- 
neity keyboard work, and the 
free reign gives the orchestra, and the 
resulting music hard and funky, far 
from the decorum the cool jazz Evans 
pioneered. 

Basic bluesiness suffused each Evans 
piece Jordan Hall regardless vintage 
(the dates parentheses below are those 
the initial recording though some 
arrangements “Eleven”, for one 
were undoubtedly conceived 
earlier.) The opening “Hotel Me” (1964), 
for instance, the orchestration 
four-bar piano figure Otis Spann favored

repetition and modulation, Evans turns 
the lick into glorious shudder without 
ever settling into rigid chorus structure. 
Both the band and the trombone soloist 
were propelled rhythm section 
three percussionists (one trap drummer), 
two bassists (one electric), guitar, organ, 
synthesizer, and Evans alternating be- 
tween acoustic and electric keyboard.

Evans, 
electric piano, threaded pastel varia- 
tions through the ensemble and over 


willowy tenor solo before claiming 
brief space for himself. The third piece, 
unfamiliar work, was medium 
tempo quasi-blues, with couple basic 
chords going around and around the 
horns announced fanfares and the vari- 
ous keyboards hovered. open 
trumpet solo near the end here amidst 
otherwise muted trumpet section and the 
rest the band, was particularly rich 
touch. 

Not until piledriving blues reminis- 
cent “Thoroughbred” (1971), did 
hear full-blown chorus melody. Yet 
structure remained secondary the 
groove, and the sense spontaneity 
Evans fostered through stop-time breaks, 
aggressive horn backgrounds behind the 
tenor and trumpet soloists, stretch 
collective improvisation for the reeds, the 
closing crescendo full scream, and 
his own discursive fills, which sounded 
like drafts arrangements-in-progress. 
recalled Bitches Brew and other early 
electric Miles Davis, music that Evans 
played significant role structuring. 
“Barracuda” (1964), from earlier col- 
laboration with Davis, sometimes 
Spanish, sometimes swinging slant 
6/8 time, with interjections and dissolves 
from the band. Much the orchestral 
bite emanated from reed section now 
composed soprano sax, three clarinets, 


and bass clarinet; the rhythm section’s 


ebb and flow inspired joyous, lick- 
laden soprano solo. Before “Barracuda” 
ended swirl four flutes, “Variation 
the Misery” (1969) appeared 
interlude. far more abject 
wail than “Hotel Me,” one the most 
ominous Evans creations, with its wind 
sounds and tolling chimes. Evans and 
trombonist soloed, but the guts the 
performance was the ensemble passages 
that rattled off the apocalyptic four-note 
bass figure. 

The Medium Rare Big Band, which 
wasted time adjusting the Evans 
terrain, outdid itself the next two 
numbers, “Orange Was the Color Her 
Dress, then Blue (1978), and

What the Davis Quintet 
had that the Hancock Quartet doesn’t is, first, 
revolution happening elsewhere jazz give the 
bravura solos some urgency beyond themselves 
and, second, soloist urgently charismatic 
Davis. 

For technical prowess and improvisational 
resources, erstwhile pianist and bassist are 
above reproach. Hancock may have hocked his 
soul the devil when purchased his first 
Vocoder, but his fingers were not included the 
bargain. remains one very few pianists 
identifiable touch alone, and the chords 
voices advance Marsalis’s climaxes demon- 
strate that still prescient accompanist. His 
unaccompanied, out-of-tempo introduction 
“Parade” model efficient mood 
setting, even his later solo over the tune’s bossa 
nova rhythm busy and drily predictable. Carter 
overplays his hand less here than has lately 
with his own bands; even his originals 
and the vampish Quick Sketch”), his 
solo lines are slender and quick, avoiding the 


gratuitous sliding and note bending that 


much his recent work grotesque self- 
caricature. Yet this deft execution doesn’t add 
the way should, not even with fiery 
drumming thrown in. recent career

There was clear rationale behind her shortcut 
attention, but then Jones isn’t easy pin down. 
Not that she isn’t frivolous (she is); not that she 
esoterically aesthetic (she isn’t). Moderately canny 
and ridiculously fortunate that’s what she is, 
and that’s adequate foundation support 
Warm Leatherette (the flattop debuts), 
Nightclubbing (the flattop tinted purple), and her 
new Living Life (the flattop geometric pin- 
up). Forget the off-pitch abominations released 
her bloodless disco incarnation (perfect ex- 
model who even sings like mannequin), there 
now such thing Grace Jones record. 
light your life, but snuff out either, 
not with drummer Sly Dunbar and bassist Robbie 
Shakespeare issuing snap, crackle, and groove 
reprieves from cannibalistic crooning and 
crowing. 

Also, ‘80s Jones record will lead the 
mildly adventurous rock fan the provocative, 
unpredictable originals that she covers. you 
were too wrapped with Paul Simon 1972 
notice the stop-start-and-come Afro 
beat “Jungle Fever,” you were just 
reluctant pay list for the marvelous Steppin’ Out 
disco anthology 1978 you are now look for 
the bins, well, listen Grace and the guys 
though you'll still miss out the Chakacha’s 
heady, 3-a.m.-vocal salvation.

What should tell you that this 
show, like others its sort, less about 
art than about politics and PR. 
blockbuster political almost defini- 
tion: has make news. The very first 
blockbuster, recall, was the Metro- 
politan’s 1969 “Harlem Mind,” 
which was engineered Thomas 
Hoving. was rumored, those days, 
that his middle initials stood for 
licity Fiend”; but was also thought, 
back then, that Art, like its frequent 
concomitant, Power, belonged the 
People, and that reactionary institutions 
like museums had been keeping from 
Them. The controversial Harlem show 
had equal measure currency and 
exoticism, and have all the shows that 
have followed it: the gold the 
Scythians came from the detente-minded 
Soviet Union; after Camp David, got 
the treasures Tut; the 
Dresden were sent image-mending 
East Germany. supershow seems 
surefire way for propagandist score 
points for his side, and for museum 
director score points for his. 

Since seems like good deal all 
around, and since has enabled 
see the Book Kells, “The Burial 
Count Orgaz,” and the golden mask 
Tutankhamen without ever leaving the 
East Coast, the problem? The 
people who send the art gain prestige 
and, often, share the earnings. The 
people who show the art reap the 
financial rewards increased attend- 
ance and visibility. And the inevitable 
wear and tear traveling art works 
more than offset the enormous 
numbers people who will benefit from 
seeing them. Right? 

Unfortunately, when art becomes 
event, the conditions for viewing 
change. not the first, and fear 
the last, bemoan the 
disappearance those hushed, empty 
galleries the past, not well lit, 
perhaps, those today, but infinitely 
see in. You could stare for 
long you liked whatever you liked; 
you anybody’s way, and 
nobody was yours. You could get 
close, and walk backward sideways,

without losing sight the object 
bumping into someone. told 
people who make their livings 
museums that this can still done 
you just have know when come. But 
for the supershows, suspect, there 
time come: the noisy mob scene 
permanent. 

Much the mess caused those 
infernal taped tours. All the plugged-in, 
tuned-in drop-ins stop front the 
same pictures for the same length 
time; perhaps you have five-foot- 
two find this annoying do, but 
then again, perhaps not. There are, 
know, sound reasons for the existence 
the tapes. They allow those who can’t 
read the labels know what 
looking at. Sometimes the tapes transmit 
information that can read only the 
catalogue. And suppose, occasion, 
they actually provide insights data not 
available anywhere else first and 
last taped tour was years ago, and they 
may better now. But even if, un- 
plugged, missed thing two, the 
plugged-in have missed the whole point: 
instead seeing exhibit, been 
shown it. Only rarely will you find 
tape-toter looking something the other 
tape-toters are not looking at; they 
constitute herd within herd. 

The chief pleasure seeing is, after all, 
seeing for yourself. And therein lies the 
problem: too many people the super- 
shows They have neither the 
training know what looking 
nor the instinct grasp why.

out “The Vatican Collections” joined 
us. equal number rush-hour 
commuters suddenly found themselves 
surrounded Rembrandts, certain 
goodly number would stop and have 
look.

However, the Friends Committee had 
the inside track, and acted the 
assumption that the Met was the only 
institution qualified inaugurate the 
show. Museological arguments favor 
the Met are strong, but its past success 
finding corporate support for exhi- 
bitions was undoubtedly consideration.

scionable risk loss damage. Such 
protests might have been ineffective 
any case, but they came too late; the 
commitments had already been made. 
The Met will not disclose the total 
indemnity the show, but known 
exceed considerably the $50 million 
coverage provided the Federal Fine 
Arts Indemnity Act. minimize the 
risks transport, Pan American, the 
official carrier for the exhibition, shipped 
its contents with maximum secrecy 
different regularly scheduled 
flights from Rome New York. 

So, just how spectacular this show 
shows? anyone who has seen these 
works their Vatican setting, the 
presentation New York will inevitably 
disappointing. Exhibition designer 
Stuart Silver has tried create Roman 
ambiance painting the walls with 
powdery pink and russet colors and 
constructing streamlined Romanesque 
arches connect different passages. 
Perhaps these touches stagecraft will 
work good effect when the space 
crowded. with visitors. But saw the 
show Ash Wednesday, before 
opened the general public, under what 
should have been almost ideal viewing 
conditions. those circumstances, the 
presentational structure the installa- 
tion seemed obtrusive, low-key is. 

The show relies too heavily upon the 

resumed aura its works. There 
except that created the mind 
the viewer the eminence the 
Vatican and the unprecedented nature 
the event. The show divided into five 
sections, which purport document 
distinct phases the popes’ activity 
the arts. The opening section sparse 
and dramatic installation mosaic, 
sculptural, and fresco fragments from the 
original church St. Peter’s, which was 
built the site the apostle’s tomb 
the Emperor Constantine. Showing 
best advantage here are the examples 
relief sculpture illustrating Biblical scenes; 
their details are enhanced the raking 
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light which they are displayed, and 
they have that air impassioned sin- 
cerity craft and conception character- 
istic many Early Christian artifacts. 

The second segment the show 
covers the early period papal patron- 
age and collecting, from the late 13th 
through the late 17th centuries. The 
centerpiece this segment 
enormous room devoted the Apollo 
Belvedere, the most admired all the 
sculptures survive from Roman an- 
tiquity. The inclusion such renowned 
works pagan art serves not only 
represent the true contents the Vatican 
collections but also mitigate the 
impression that the show being used 
means promote Catholic Christianity 
and the authority the Vatican. 

was surprised discover that the 
Apollo Belvedere has couple bad 
“views” (seen from behind the figure’s 
extended left arm, the work actually 
looks about tip over). the show 
upstaged both the massive but very 
fragmentary Belvedere Torso and 
huge tapestry depicting The Miraculous 
Draught Fishes and based cartoon 
Raphael. 

The succeeeding room, which the 
magnificent vestments Pope Clement 
are encased, looks like being one 
the two bottlenecks the installation. 
sparsely attended the show was when 
saw it, people were having crowd one 

another for view the vestments’ 

details. (This the most sensitive point 
viewpoint, for the light and temperature 
which the textiles may exposed 
must carefully controlled, and ad- 
justed for changes the human density 
the room.) The altar frontal among the 
vestments raises question that the 
catalogue leaves unanswered. The 
tapestry’s central panel shows the dead 
Jesus supported two angels; but 
contrary received tradition, and all 
the other representations the crucifix- 
ion view, the lance wound inflicted 
Roman soldier here appears Jesus’s 
left side, rather than his right. How could 
such error (if that what is) pass 
unremarked? How could the altar frontal 
have been accepted for official use the 
first place with such conspicuous 
anomaly it? are left wonder. 

The second section introduces 
number works that are aesthetically 
interesting apart from their religious 
content. The Bernini terra cottas form 
handsome small show themselves. 
However, you leave them, you come 
upon the second bottleneck, small 
room containing plaques, medallions, 
and caskets for reliquaries the True 
Cross. Unfortunately, you are not likely 
get good look them without 
fighting for it. 

anyone who loves painting, the 
apex the show the next large gallery, 
which contains such gems Sassetta’s 
Vision St. Thomas Aquinas, Pietro 
Christ Before Pilate, and the 
episodes from the life St. Nicholas 
Fra Angelico and Gentile Fabriano. 
There vividness and makeshift 
technical brilliance these early Renais- 
sance works that give them charm quite 
independent any feeling about their 
content. Set against their modest scale 
and jewel-like refinement, the grandiose 
literalness Caravaggio’s Deposition 
and Poussin’s Martyrdom St. Erasmus 
palls almost instantly, though these latter 
are among the few paintings the show 
large enough guarantee everyone 
view them. 

The Renaissance and Baroque paint- 
ings are the heart the third section, 
which the Vatican Museums were 
founded (roughly the turn the 18th 
the early 19th centuries). Unfortunately, 
the show mostly downhill thereafter, 
with both quality work (though the 
Attic Greek vases are memorable) and 
energy spectactor decline. The 
fourth section devoted the develop- 
ment the Vatican collections the 
19th century, and the last evokes 
Directions Papal Patronage and Col- 
lecting.” The most stunning work the 
last three rooms the show the Aztec 
stone figure the mythological 
the plumed serpent. The 
examples Religious Art” that 
close the show are painfully weak 
alongside the best what precedes them 
even Matisse’s ebullient window 
designs look labored slight. 
(Margaret Frazer, the curator 
Medieval Art, makes valiant but vain 
effort her catalogue entries put these 
modern works the same plane the 
best works the show.) 


this scale and notorie- 
inevitably raises the question why 
look works art: What are 
experience, from its parts? suspi- 
cion that the answers are meant 
differ according one’s religious affilia- 
tion. The Catholic visitor surely 
supposed experience something the 
spiritual and worldly authority. 
The works Christian art view are 
tokens the Vatican’s proprietorship 
not only vast material holdings, but 
the awe and trust. non- 
the Vatican show yet 
another manifestation the traditional 
bourgeois. assumption that art the 
repository. civilizing values which 
everyone should expose himself 
matter social duty. Corollary this 
view the notion that the more works 
art which you expose yourself, the 
more value-charged you will become. So, 
one masterpiece good for you, will 
that much better. Perhaps the idea 
also comes into play that the further 
masterpiece has traveled (or you have 
traveled see it), the more significant 
will the experience it. Such 
misconceptions are tacitly bolstered 
the presentational apparatus that sur- 
rounds art like the 
Vatican show. Their falsity will felt 
mainly inexplicable disappoint- 
ment and exhaustion. fact, art not 
readily accessible and appreciable 
everyone, regardless its quality its 
mode presentation. The only good 
reason try comprehend mass 
artifacts, such those the Vatican 
show, that you can’t know advance 
which works will accessible you. 

sorry say that the Vatican show 
something you should not look for- 
ward seeing, least not you follow 
the herd visitors shuffling the 
rhythms the taped audio tour. Instead, 
buy the catalogue (it handsome 
production and reasonably priced 
$14.95 paperback), study carefully, 
and pick out the works you want most 
see. Then take the introductory pamphlet 
for the show, which contains diagram 
the installation, and plan your own 
tour, ruthlessly ignoring items that are 
not your list. This sounds like cold- 
hearted approach what supposed 
grand experience for all, but may 
your only hope. 
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hard for its success, but probably even 
more excited this point about the next 
project down the line.

Stanley, determine swive and wive 
them then and there. But since Stanley 
claims orphan, the pirates take 
pity him that is, until they learn 
his great and illustrious family and 
decide kill him for his deception. 
Fortunately one pirate, the dim but 
valorous Frederic (Rex Smith), has be- 
come scoundrel mistake. His nurse- 
maid, Ruth (Angela Lansbury, the only 
major cast member not the Broadway 
production), was indenture 
pilot but got all mixed up; was 
indentured pirate instead until the 
age 21, and now that he’s achieved his 
majority, has sworn wipe the 
scurvy buccaneers from the facé the 
earth.

Sophie’s Choice: huge, sweeping, larger 
than life larger than tolerable. He’s the 
emblem wrong with this 
Pirates: overfills the screen, clutters it. 
Like those swords and shards that poke 
out you 3-D movies, makes you 
want shrink into your seat. 

Would Kline have looked better 
TV? After all, the cathode ray can cut 
nearly anything down size. Friday, 
February 18, millions people (though 
few Boston) had the chance find out. 
The Pirates Penzance was the first 
movie the studios had ever opened 
simultaneously theaters and pay- 
per-view television (if you pay extra 
fee the night the movie broadcast, 
the cable people will kindly unscramble 
their signal for you). This, you might 
surmise, has not pleased theater owners. 
The reason the Brattle was able book 
the film was simply that Sack Theaters 
refused play (as did the Redstone 
and General Cinema chains and virtually 
every other major theater circuit the 
country). Sack president Alan 
Friedberg told me, “If had been given 
the picture for nothing, would not have 
played it.... That was matter 
principle.” The principle obvious: 
Friedberg and his colleagues believe that 
they, the audience, and the movie itself 
are better served the large screen than 
the small, and that this harbinger 
video future ought squelched. (The 
folks the Brattle also feel that movie 
and audience are best served the big 
screen, and that’s why playing 
Pirates; unlike the large chains, they 


have nothing lose.) Frankly, agree 
with the theater owners. Although all the 
movies seen lately any the 
major-chain theaters have been marred 
slovenly projection and noisy au- 
diences, the out-of-focus stuff tolerate 
(through clenched teeth) theater 
nevertheless preferable the dim re- 
nauseous conversations nearby 
patrons are more melodious than the jan- 
gle phone. Besides, The Pirates 
Penzance was made wide-screen 
process that can’t duplicate; the 
tube, the camera scans from side side 
trying capture everything, and your 
cable dealer probably charges extra for 
Dramamine. No, films are best served 
theaters. The question is: how 
theaters served the films they show? 
The most appropriate milieu for this 
Pirates Penzance probably neither 
the moviehouse nor pay-per-view but 
Saturday-morning television. Next 
Mighty Mouse and The Flintstone Fun- 
nies, its bubble-gum antics might look 
right home.

soon learn that one the institute’s

officially endorsed hazing which the 
older cadets put the raw recruits through 
any physical trial that tickles their fancy. 
One fellow instructed swallow some 
change; others undergo torturous 
calisthenics session. for Pearce (Mark 
Breland), the black recruit, he’s forced 
pull-ups with sword perched 
under his genitals.
